Alberta Wheat Pool directors have 
announced that all members be re- 
quired to live up to their contracts, 
and deliver their wheat tu the Pool. 
Although the contract has been pro- 
ven legally airtight, it is not upon 
that, the Pool rests its case, but 
upon the solemnity of the contract 
between member and member, and 
the loyalty and determination of the 
far-seeing wheat growers who are 
the members. 

Rumors have circulated that mem- 
bers will seek to evade their contract 
this fall, but there is no actual evi- 
dence that the loyalty of the mass 
of members has been impaired to 
any extent. Nothing is gained by 
turning back, and it is generally 
realized that the strengthening and 
developing of the Pool movement 
will best serve the agricultural in- 
dustry. 

The price of wheat, now, is below 
the cost of production, and the 
initial payment is admittedly low, 
but the stability of the Pool would 
be endangered if a higher initial 
payment was given. The ultimate 
welfare must not be endangered.

A sub-division has been, and may 
be again, the genesis of acity.

Regulations of the Department of 


Public Works, in regard to sub- 3 


divisions of Jand, include the pro- 
vision: ‘‘All land to be sub-divided 


shall be eminently suited forthe 


purpose it is intended,’’ and ‘‘should 
it appear that the whole, or any 
part of the land proposed to be sub- 


divided, is not in the public interest g : 
to be sub-divided, or offered for sale | & 
to the public,’’ the registration of |¢ 


such sub-division can be refused. 
With certain exceptions, ten per 
cent of the total area of a sub- 


division being registered, is to be 5 


set aside for public or park purposes. 
Residential lots are to be at least 
fifty feet wide. 

For sub-divisions outside of cities, 
towns, or villages, there must be 
registered a caveat, which is, in 
effect, a simple form of zoning by- 
law, classifying the use of lots for 
residential, commercial, industrial, 
or agricultural purposes, until there 
be formed a village or town which 
can make its own zoning regulations. 

It should be stressed, that by the 
intelligent co-operation of the owner, 
the surveyor, and the government 
officials concerned, many mistakes 
of the past can be avoided, 


Tentative plans of proposed sub 
divisions, as prepared by an Alberta 
surveyor, should be forwarded to 
the Director of Surveys, Parliament 
Buildings, Edmonton. All such 
plans are subject to approval of the 
Provincial Town Planning Board, 
and to consideration by a Jocal Town 
Planning Commission, where ap- 
pointed.

The Speech from the Throne is ex- 
pected to deal only with the business 
of the session, which is unemploy- 
ment, and it is the decision of the 
government that the entire session 
need not exceed two weeks in length. 


Another suggestion was that a 
regular session be called and the 
House adjourned until after the New 
Year as soon as emergency legisla- 
tion was passed, This has, it is un- 
derstood, been rejected in favor of 
the two-week sitting for which mem- 
bers will draw only the statutory al- 
lowance of $25 per day. 

The legislation to be presented will 
include provision for co-operation with 
the provinces and municipalities to 
forward public works which might 


otherwise be postponed for a year or |. 


two. A considerably expanded pro- 
gram of Federal public works is also 
indicated.
